N ANY survey of the i 

be taken of the special which, contrary to 

the experience of almost all other parts of the Region, has known 
a significant amount of unemployment since the war. At times it 
has risen to more than 4 per cent. of the insured population. It now 
stands at 1°8 per cent., but this is high compared with the Regional 
figure of 0-7 per cent. 

During the war Hull experienced heavy bombing and large num- 
bers of people left the city. On their return they found that the 
industrial and commercial capacity was substantially reduced. 

This contrasts with many other places where factories had been 
extended or improved to serve war-time pu’ , and Hull was 
faced with the gigantic task of making good the loss of factory 
buildings lost in the heavy raids and as an important seaport it was 
vitally necessary to replace lost warehouse accommodation. 

It was important, too, that new firms should be attracted to Hull, 
but the more serious unemployment problem in the Development 
Areas has made it difficult to draw new firms to the city. However, 
some success in alleviating the problem was achieved when the 
Imperial Typewriter Co. decided to open a plant there. This will 
eventually employ many hundreds of workers. At the same time 
local firms took the opportunity of meeting the heavy demands and 
—— rebuilding and expansions were undertaken by many 
of them. 

Latest figures show that 67 industrial building schemes, each over 
5,000 sq. ft. have been completed, with an estimated capacity of

absorbing 1,820 extra workers. Twenty-five schemes are under 
construction and a further 40 nave been approved, but work o 
these has not yet started. . 

The re-establishment of J. H. Fenner and Co., power-transmission 
engineers, in Hull, after war-time evacuation, and the ion of 
such firms as T. J. Smith and Nephew and British Industrial 
Solvénts has contributed to the decline of the city’s number of un- 
employed. One interesting venture is that of Consumer Packs Ltd., 
one of whose products is a lightweight aluminium pack which has 
aroused considerable interest in export fields. 








Sheffield’s Drive to Export 








Sheffield cutlery and hand-tool makers are well aware of the need 
for more exports. There is a real effort to meet the demands of 
overseas customers and some firms which before the war had no 
overseas ttade are now shipping as much as 60 per cent. of their 
output. The anxiety to export is “ terrific” according to one close 
to the industry. There are, unfortunately, many difficulties caused 
by shortages of raw materials. 

Modernization and development of steel plants which would 
normally have taken place in that period were held up during the 
war years, but the industry lost no time in formulating a plan for the 
continuation of the modernization and expansion started a number 
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of years ago. The Steel Development Plan, produced at the request 
of the Government, was ready within six months in December 1945, 
and the steel industry takes some pride in the fact that it was the first 
major industry to formulate such a scheme. After acceptance of the 
plan by the Government the work of implementation began and some 
idea of the progress made can be gained from the following references 
to developments at Yorkshire firms. 

A 60-ton open hearth furnace plant in a new building at John Baker 
and Bessemers is complete with a gas producer, crane and all ancillary 
equipment. 

To meet the demand for stainless steel sheets and to improve quality 
and reduce production costs, Firth-Vickers Stainless Steels Ltd., 
Sheffield and Samuel Fox and Co. Ltd., Stocksbridge, have combined 
in the building of a new rolling plant in Sheffield to produce these 
sheets by the most modern methods. 

Ambitious schemes at Hadfields Ltd., Sheffield, are modernizing 
and equipping the works with highly-efficient plant, to provide a 
higher rate of productivity at a reduced cost. They include a light and 
a heavy forge, the installation of modern steelmaking units and a 
considerable amount of foundry mechanization. . The general reorgani-

zation provides for many new machines and re-siting of old ones to 
allow for operation on an efficient flow-line system. The overhaul of 
internal road and railway systems and gas and electricity services are 
part of the general plan. 

Conversion to oil firing of the open hearth furnaces at the Park 
Gate Iron and Steel Co. Ltd. works at Rotherham has not only 
increased production but has played a big part in the achievement of a 
25 per cent. increase in fuel efficiency. 

The development schemes at this works include the conversion of 
the blast-furnace plant from hand charging of materials to mechanical 
handling. The principal item of the new equipment is the installation 
of an 11-in. continuous bar mill covering about six acres to produce 
3,000 tons a week of bars, rods and shapes. 

Improvement and modernization of existing plant of Steel, Peech 
and Tozer, Sheffield, a unit of United Steel Companies Ltd., includes 
the conversion to oil-firing of all open-hearth furnaces in the Temple- 
borough melting shop—one of the largest of its kind in Europe. The 
total cost of the scheme is several million pounds. A new cogging 
mill is in operation embodying all the latest developments which 
enables larger output to be obtained at reduced cost. ‘The vast

Research in Steel 











It has not been possible to do more than touch upon the enormous 
amount of reorganization which has taken place and is continuing 
in the steel industry in Yorkshire. With this development is proceeding 
the work of the British Iron and Steel Research Association, whose 
aims are to increase production, improve efficiency and reduce costs. 
At a new centre in Sheffield there is being built a group of laboratories 
concerned with steelmaking and the working of steel. Pilot plant work 
is carried out in neighbouring workshops. 

The steei industry is very conscious of its responsibility with regard 
to the training of workers and staff. Many of the larger companies 
have well-established and comprehensive schemes of training in 
operation ; other concerns are combining in similar schemes spon- 
sored by the training department of the British Iron and Steel 
Federation. 

Oxygen enrichment in various methods of steelmaking has been 
the subject of much research. The value of oxygen-enrichment 
blast in side-blown converters for foundry work was proved by 
Catton and Co. Ltd., steel founders, Leeds, in collaboration with the 
Association. Its introduction raises the temperature of the steel 
and reduces the time of the operation, thereby increasing output. 
It also improves the physical properties of steel. 

Many steelmakers are using the oxygen lance in connection with the 
production of stainless steels of very low carbon content ; in thi 
connection Edgar Allen and Co. Ltd., Sheffield, have been pioneers, 
particularly with regard to the almost complete recovery of chromium 
' from 100 per cent. stainless scrap charges. 

The Permanent Magnet Association, a group formed by 13 firms 
in or near Sheffield, all engaged on the production -of permanent 
magnets, has a central research organization which works on the 
development and investigation of permanent magnet alloys. Since 
the war it has developed two such new alloys of improved quality and 
a further development, still in the experimental stage, is connected 
with producing the same alloys with improved properties. 

A useful saving of materials is only one beneficial result of this 
reseatch. Performance of a magnet normally depends upon its size. 
The organization’s success in multiplying the strength four times 
has far-reaching effects, apart from the saving of so much special 
alloy steel. Many new applications are possible as a result of the 
reduced size and weight, for example in aircraft production. 

Since the war the industry has looked closely into the question of 
productivity. Foundries are adapting themselves to mechanized pro- 
duction and there is a tendency to-day for even short job runs to be 
machine moulded instead of being moulded on the floor, even where 
it means frequent machine changes. There is, too, more mechaniza- 
tion of such things as sand handling and sand reclamation. 

Imperial Chemical Industries’ dyestuffs division has undertaken a 
big expansion of its plant in Huddersfield. The amount involved 
for the erection and installation of new equipment for the manufacture 
of dyestuffs and the intermediate products required for dyestuffs is 
over £4,000,000. When the work is completed it is expected that a 
further 500 men will be required at the Huddersfield plant. 





Productivity in Engineering 











It is interesting to note that a high proportion of the examples of 
productivity investigated in the Region by the Central Office of 
Information, for publication in Target, relate to the engineering indus- 
try and it is safe to assume that very many more qeeomallt efforts 
have been made. 

During the fuel crisis winter of 1946-7 the Leeds firm of J. and H. 
McLaren Ltd. gave priority to the manufacture of electrical generating 
plant and launched a project for quantity production of a standard 
self-contained diesel-electric generating set. The Ministry of Supply 
backed this move to supplement the country’s power output, and steel 
and other materials were made available for an initial batch of 1,500 
sets. Difficulty of obtaining castings was overcome by introducing 
fabrication to an extent not then known in diesel engine manufacture. 

Subsequently these sets were produced in quantity for the export

market. During the past three years the value of the firm’s overseas 
orders, which also include other engines, has risen from a few 
hundred thousand pounds to over £5,000,000 a year. 


David Brown Foundries Co., Penistone, part of the David Brown 
Group, are supplying some of the largest pipe line valve castings for the 
Iraq Petroleum Company’s new 700-mile line. 

This Region is well ahead in the production of glass bottles and 
containers. The latest development in American high-output 
machines has been installed in glass bottle-making works here, and 
more than half of them are operating in Yorkshire plants. The first 
machine in the East and West Ridings Region started up over three 
years ago. Requiring no more than 3-5 persons for their efficient 
operation, these machines each have an output comparable to the 
work of over 100 operatives by methods previously employed. They 
can produce 76 onc-ounce containers a minute, with small numbers 
of larger sizes. 


Yet the labour position is such that every glass firm of any size 
in this Region could easily absorb up to 50 extra workers. There 
was never a greater demand for glass containers than exists at the 
present time. This is due in part to the tinplate shortage and many 
users of that method of packaging are now going over to glass jars. 
The National Health Service makes a big demand on production. 

Three-quarters of the lenses used in motor vehicles produced in 
this country are made in the Region. One firm produces 150,000 
lenses a week and the importance of this in relation to the export 
market is clear when one realizes the number of cars exported.

British Team of Specialists to 
Study Plant Maintenance 


AINTENANCE OF plant, a universal preoccupation among 

industrialists, has assumed fresh importance in the present drive 
for higher productivity. The Anglo-American Council on 
Productivity has accordingly arranged, under the terms of Economic 
Co-operation Administration technical assistance, for a team of British 
specialists to study current practice in the United States. 

The Leader is Mr. J. B. Stevenson, works director of E.M.I. 
Factories, Ltd., of Hayes, Middlesex, and the Secretary, Mr. Colin 
Troup, editorial director of John D. Troup, Ltd., London publishers. 
The Ministry of Supply will be represented by Mr. G. C. Allfrey, 
B.A., director of Ordnance Factories (Engineering), and besides 
management and technical engineers members have as usual been 
nominated by trade union interests. 

In visiting undertakings, mainly in the Eastern States, occupied in 
mechanical, electrical and aeronautical engineering, and in the 
manufacture of food, textiles, steel, paper and wood and oil products, 
the Team has been charged to. devote particular attention to what is 
known as “planned preventive maintenance.” American wage- 
structures and safety precautions instituted for the protection of 
maintenance staffs will also come under investigation. oreover, 
the tour has been timed so as to include attendance at the Plant 
Maintenance Conference and Show, to be held in Philadelphia in 
mid-January. The Team is expected back in England towards the 
end of February.

Analysis of Clerical Salaries 
for 1952 


T INTERVALS during the last ten years, the Office Management 

Association has conducted a survey of clerical salaries rates, the 
results of which have been published in booklet form. The statistics 
relate to job grades as defined in the Office Management Association 
Job Grading Schedule. 


In the report for 1950 some 749 separate establishments were 
concerned, with records covering the circumstances of more than 
73,000 clerks. Since that time salary rates have altered, and the 
Association therefore propose to conduct a new survey so as to reflect 
the state of affairs existing on March 1, 1952. 


The Association is now sending out individual invitations to many 
hundreds of firms all over the country to co-operate in compiling the 
survey, but there may be many other firms who would be willing to 
take part. The past success of the scheme leads the Association to 
believe that the tabulated results of these surveys have very considerable 
value in management circles generally. 

All individual statistics supplied to the Association are kept con- 
fidential as the result of a special coding system. The Secretary of 
the Office Management Association, 8 Hill Street, London, W.1, will 
be glad to supply any further information.

British Industries Fair and our 
Export Trade

REAT BRITAIN’S biggest and best-known exhibition halls, 

Castle Bromwich, Earls Court and Olympia, will again be used to 
house the British Industries Fair. It opens simultaneously in London 
aad Birmingham on May 5, 1952, and for the next eleven days will 
present to the world’s buyers a display of our newest industrial 
produ cts. 


This will be the 31st Fair in a series which began during the First 
World War, and which in the past five years has enhanced its reputation 
to the point where a record number of nearly 20,000 overseas visitors 
attended in 1951. 


With predominantly heavy industry shown at Castle Bromwich and 
consumer goods at the London Sections, the B.I'F. crystallizes the 
production of nearly 3,000 firms in 80 trade groups. 


The scope of the Fair ranges all the way from plastic ash-trays (there 
will be 48 exhibitors of plastics, occupying nearly 13,000 square feet 
of space) to a demonstration of the industrial uses of atomic energy. 
Many novelties are promised, it being the practice of many manu- 
facturers to use the B.I.F. to launch the fruits of their research and 
development in the preceding year. 


The B.1.F. has become the world’s largest a trade fair largely 
because its organizers (the Board of Trade and the Birmingham 
Chamber of Commerce) insist that it shall be strictly an affair by 
businessmen for businessmen. The general public is admitted on 
only two days of its run ; for the rest of the time entry is restricted to 
home and overseas buyers on production of their business cards. 
Everything possible is done for the comfort and convenience of 
buyers from overseas. On application to the nearest United Kingdom 
consular office or Trade Commissioner, they can obtain full details of 
the Fair, free visas, and advice about travel arrangements and accom- 
modation. On arrival at the Fair they are made honorary members 


' of the overseas buyers’ clubs, one of which is situated in each of the 
' three buildings, where they can avail themselves of secretarial and 


| interpreter service. 


The massive B.I.F. catalogue, which has a 
permanent use as a guide to suppliers in Britain, is printed in most of 
the principal languages. 

Visitors will find our manufacturers and exporters keen to meet their 
particular needs and to expedite deliveries. They will, I believe, find 
our prices competitive, and there is no doubt at all that the quality of 


the merchandise will be fully up to the high standards for which this 
country has long been famed. 


We consider that the British Industries Fair serves us and our 
customers as a most valuable annual “ shop window ” where prices 
and styles may be compared with the greatest of ease, and where 
lasting business friendships can be formed. It is a focal point of our 
export trade. 


It is true, of course, that we have undertaken a heavy programme of 
defence production and we are determined to play a full part with our 
Allies in the defence of the free world. Inevitably, the claims of 
defence on our engineering capacity will not allow us to do all we 
should like to promotour export trade at the present time. There 
are also raw material problems to be overcome as a result of world 
shortages. 


But there are special reasons why we in Britain should maintain our 
exports while carrying out our defence programme. The British 
Tsles lack almost all the raw materials essential to an industrial country 
and at the utmost can only provide a bare half of the food needed to 
keep the population fit. So our economy depends on our being able 
to pay for vast essential food and raw material imports. 


We are, therefore, giving very special attention to the needs of 
export industry and I believe that, once this is realized, it materially 
alters the picture which the 1952 B.I.F. might otherwise present. I 
would, therefore, urge our business friends overseas to make the 
journey and find out by personal inspection how far we are able to 
offer goods which are scarce or unobtainable elsewhere. 


Census of Production for 1952 
to be Simplified 


THE Census of Production to be taken in 1953 in respect of the 
year 1952 is to be simplified. 

Forms will contain fewer questions than in any previous census and 
“‘ sampling ”’ will be introduced for the first time. 

These changes which have been made after consultation with the 
Census of Production Advisory Committee will reduce the burden on 
industry very substantially and permit the greatest possible economy 
in the Census of Production Office at the Board of Trade. 

The census will cover all producing industries, as before, and 
returns will be required from all firms over a certain size in each 
trade. A “‘ sample ”’ will be taken of smaller firms, however, which 
means that the majority will not be required to make a return. 

The information obtained from the sample will permit early estimates 
to be made of certain important aggregates, such as total sales, 
materials used, stocks, and capital expenditure for each trade. 

The introduction of sampling for 1952 is facilitated by the fact that 
details of output and materials were obtained in the census for 1951 and 
can accordingly be dispensed with for the year 1952. This informa- 
tion, essential for many governmental and industrial purposes, could 
not be obtained in sufficient detail by sampling methods, owing to the 
complexity of the national industrial structure. 

The statutory form of return will include questions on (1) Working 
proprietors, (2) Average employment during the year, (3) Wages and 
salaries, (4) Plant, machinery and vehicles, (5) New building work, 
(6) Total materials and fuel purchased, (7) Work given out, (8) Stocks 
at the beginning and end of the year, (9) Total output, and (10) Trans- 
port payments. 

Following are the principal simplifications compared with previous 
censuses :-— 

Output: Total only ; no detailed analysis required. 

Materials Purchased: Total only ; no detailed analysis required. 

Employment : No detailed analysis ; average number of operatives 

and of administrative, technical and clerical employees. 

Wages and Salaries: No details of payments to outworkers or 

national insurance payments. 

As a further economy, the sample inquiry into capital expenditure 
carried out by certain government departments in 1950 and 1951 will 
not be made as the information will be quickly available from the 
sample census. 

Further details of the statutory census form will be sent to trade 
associations early in 1952. Any firm in the field of production requir-

Furniture Development Council 


to Continue 


AS REQUIRED by the provisions of the Industrial Organization 

and Development Act, 1947, the President of the Board of Trade 
has now consulted the Furniture Development Council and the 
appropriate organizations representing the employers and employed in 
the furniture industry and has decided that the Council, which enjoys 
the support of both sides uf the industry, should continue in being, 

The period of office of the existing members of the Council expires 
on December 31, 1951, but in order to give time for the appropriate 
bodies to submit nominations from which the President may make 
new appointments to the Council he has after consultation, re-appointed 
the existing members for a further period of three months as from 
January 1, next. 


Interim Retail Prices Index 
AT November 13 the official index figure*, which measures changes 
in the average level of retail prices compared with the level at the base 
date, June 17, 1947 (taken as 100), was 129, the same figure as at 
October 16. This is announced by the Ministry of Labour and 
National Service.

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“Salesmanship by Post Must 
be Good ” 


A CORRESPONDENT in close touch with overseas importers 
and Commercial Representatives of the United Kingdom Govern- 
ment overseas submits the following for the consideration of firms 
engaged in the export trade :— 

Do you always show your best salesmanship in presenting 
merchandise to prospective overseas customers, agents, etc. ? 

Often the only link between the United Kingdom exporter and his 
customer abroad is by catalogue, illustrated brochure and price list 
and upon the impression gained from this literature depends the 
outcome of the contact. Do orders usually materialize from YOUR 
literature, or is there something wrong that “ puts the prospect off.” 

Generally speaking the illustrated matter sent out by manufacturers 
is good, and faithfully represents the goods on offer. Descriptive 
matter should always represent the quantity and performance of a 
commodity as faithfully as could visual encounter, it is far better to 
state plainly, where there may be any doubt, the limitations of a 
particular machine or product, rather than to give a false impression, 
which undoubtedly will result in future distrust. 

One main source of dissatisfaction arising from our literature is 
the method of pricing. Buyers everywhere want to know, and ip 
very plain figures :—‘* What will it cost?” Does your price list 
tell him this, and where possible, in his own currency? Does it 
show the inclusive price c.i.f. and landed charges, or where that is not 
possible, does it show a clear f.o.b. price? If not, there is something 
wrong. Your prospective customer may be a very busy man, with 
no time to spare on working out the problems of plus this, plus that 
on £ s. d. prices, he will not be too busy, however, to use the waste 
paper basket, so make sure your literature does not find a home there. 

Many firms print the prices in their catalogues, and these being 
expensive productions are produced in sufficient quantity to last some 
years, therefore, with the ever changing cost of materials and labour 
the printed prices soon become quite useless, and it becomes necessary 
to overprint “Prices in this catalogue increased by — per cent.” As 
time goes on this percentage creeps up until it may reach even 75 per 
cent. on list prices, and whilst this may be quite justified as it 
represents a number of periodical increases, the reader of the catalogue 
may wrongly assume it to be the most recent individual increase and 
therefore an unduly high one, with the result that another export 
order may be lost. 

Far better to use loose leaf price lists, coded to the main catalogue, 
as these can be reprinted at little cost as and when required by changing 
prices, Foreign currency lists can be more easily arranged for, as 
they can be typed for special requirements. 

Do your “ silent salesmen ”’ fill the bill, or is there some improve- 
ment you can make to ensure their success? Think it over. 


New Customs Procedure for 


General Transires 


A NEW form of General Transire will be introduced by Customs 
and Excise on January 1, 1952. It will supersede two existing 
forms, namely, No. 42 (Sale) (Application for General Transire) and 
No. 43 (Sale) (Grant of General Transire). 

The new form will be entitled “‘ General Transire—Form of Applica- 
tion and Grant ” and numbered 42 (Sale). The title and the imprint, 
“ Sec. F.2003 ” at the foot of the form will distinguish it from the 
superseded Form 42 (Sale). 

All applications for a General Transire for periods commencing 
on and after January 1, 1952, should be made on the new form, with 
sufficient copies to allow the distribution of one to each port in respect 
of which the application is made and one for return to the applicant. 
This will apply whether the application is for a first grant, a renewal 
or an extension of an existing grant to other ports. 
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Supplies of Consumer Goods to 
the Home Market

Supplies of Uranium 
from South Africa 


ISCUSSIONS on uranium production in the Union of South 
Africa, which began in October this year among Union authorities 
and representatives of the United States Atomic Energy 
and the British Ministry of Supply, have been concluded. 


These discussions—a part of a series of such conferences begun 
in 1949—have been concerned with current and future aspects of the 
programme for the production of uranium from gold-bearing ores 
and residues. 

The joint discussions have been highly satisfactory. 

On December 15, 1950, it was announced that an agreement had 
been made for uranium from South African gold mines, which con- 
stitutes one of the world’s biggest known sources, to be made available 
to the British and American Governments. 

Four mining companies were named as being responsible for initial 
production. These were: West Rand Consolidated Mines Ltd., 
Daggafontein Mines Ltd., Blyvooruitzicht Gold Mining Co. Ltd., and 
Western Reefs Exploration and Developmen: Co. Ltd. 

It was stated that ultimately South Africa may become one of the 
world’s most important uranium producers.

N CONSULTATION with the National Leather Goods and

relief from tax under Group 23 (d) of the Purchase Tax Schedule. 

The relief is restricted to receptacles of a kind used primarily for 
the purposes of any trade, profession, employment or vocation, being 
articles designed for use for those purposes. It does not extend to 
document cases as such, or to receptacles which are general-purpose 
receptacles, e.g. cases with waterproofed pockets, or attache cases. 
With the agreement of the trade organizations mentioned, it has 
accordingly been decided that, apart from such specialised articles as 
bank messengers’ wallets, only document cases within the following 
specification can be accepted as entitled to relief from tax :— 

Size : Thecase must be capable of holding an unfolded sheet of 
foolscap. Measured externally, it must be not less than 14 ins. 
and not more than 20 ins. in length (but see below as to framed 
cases), and must be not less than 10 ins. or more than 15 ins. in 
depth. It must not exceed 4 ins. in width at the gusset or side 
unless it is equipped with fixed internal divisions in which case the 
width of each division must not exceed 4 ins., and the overall 
external width must not exceed 8 ins. 

Frames : The frame of a framed case must be not less than 15 ins. 
long or more than 5 ins. in the leg, and must be covered with 
material identical to the case itself. 

Fastening must be by key-locked closure or key-locked strap or, 
in the case of under-arm cases only, by zip fastener with or without 
key-iock. A flap-closure case may have buckled straps in addition 
to the key-lock. 

Handles, if fitted. must not exceed 8 ins. in width between the 
outside points of attachment to the case. 

Colour must be black, dark blue or a shade of brown. 

Linings, if any, must not be of silk or of material resembling silk. 
The above information will apply to cases delivered on and after 

February 21, 1952, and supersedes all decisions given to individual 


manufacturers.

Colonial Agricultural Machinery Advisory Committee 
THE Colonial Agricultural Machinery Advisory Committee held its 
first meeting at the Colonial Office on December 19. 

The Committee discussed plans for the organization of its work. 
It was agreed that another meeting should be held in the near future 
as soon as replies have been received to a request recently sent to all 
Colonial Governments by the Secretary of State, for comprehensive 
reports on the problems of mechanization in their territories. 


The Committee considered that it would be very valuable if a 
centre could be established in this country for the interchange of 
information between users of agricultural machinery in different parts 
of the Colonial Empire and between those users and manufacturers in 
the United Kingdom. It was agreed that the Colonial Office would 
work out plans for such a centre in consultation with representatives 
of the manufacturers. 


Operating and Traffic Statistics of Airways Corporations 
‘THE Airways Corporations and their United Kingdom Associates 


flew 125 million passenger-miles in September 1951. This was the 
greatest number of passenger-miles ever flown in a single month by 
United Kingdom airlines, and was 33 per cent. greater than in 
September 1950. The number of passengers carried totalled 181,000. 
This was 24 per cent. more than in the corresponding period last year. 

British Overseas Airways Corporation flew more passenger-miles 
and carried more passengers than in any previous month. Passenger- 
miles flown by the Corporation totalled 81 million, and the number of 
passengers carried was 24,000. The passenger load-factor of 74 per 
cent. was the highest achieved by B.O.A.C. since June 1947, when 
only 26 million passenger-miles were flown. 

British E carried slightly less traffic in September 
1951 than in August, but much more than in September 1950. Passen- 
ger-miles flown i by 34 per cent. and freight short ton-miles 
by 28 per cent. compared with the corresponding period last year.

Filter Flasks 


This British Standard (B.S. 1739: 1951) is the first to be published 
for filter flasks, and in its preparation careful attention has been given 
to the requirements of users and to the manufacturing problems 
involved.

Sizes and Recommended Layout of Commercial Forms 


The unlimited numbers of sizes, allied with an infinite variety in 
design, of order forms, invoices, letter heads, delivery notes and 
statements, have been a source of irritation to many of those handling 
them and particularly to filing clerks ; the lack of any co-ordination 
in these forms has also been a cause of confusion and often of 
inefficiency.

Handbook No. 13—Mechanical Tests for Metals 


The strength of materials of construction and the probable 
behaviour of these materials under load has been the concern of 
designers for many years. The formulation of suitable tests by 
which the quality of metal products could be assessed without having 
recourse to full-scale testing was undertaken by the British Standards 
Institution as one of its earliest tasks. This resulted in the adoption 
of a series of standard tensile test pieces. 


Since that time, a number of British Standards have been issued 
which deal with different types of mechanical tests and a number of 
other standards include requirements for specific applications of 
these tests. The standards that deal solely with mechanical testing, 
together with extracts from other standards to illustrate particular 
applications of the tests, have been collected under one cover to form 
a new handbook. 

The handbook has been arranged in sections which deal with types 
of tests; seven sections cover tensile tests, hardness tests, impact 
tests, ductility tests, the transverse tests for cast iron and the veri- 
fication of tensile and compression testing machines.

Increasing Venezuelan Prosperity Presents an Inviting 
Dollar Account Market 


ENEZUELA is one of those fortunate countries which has 

shown a constantly favourable balanee in her visible overseas 

trading account. For the last 40 years only in 1920, 1924 and 
1926 was there a deficit; in 1948 there was a favourable balance 
of 674-6 million bolivars (present rate of exchange is £1 equals 
9-385 bolivars). In 1949, with exports valued at 3,360-5 million 
bolivars, imports reached a value of 2,241 bolivars, the favourable 
balance continuing to be large. Useful pointers to the opportunities 
this happy financial position offers to United Kingdom exporters are 
contained in the Report on Economic and Commercial Conditions in 
Venezuela* which is presented by the First Se¢retary (Commercial) 
at Caracas. 

Venezuelan bolivars are as hard currency as dollars, and Venezuela 
is a “ dollar-account ”’ market. 

The United Kingdom goods which entered Venezuela in 1938 were 
valued at 22 million bolivars. By 1949 we had enormously improved 
our position, since in that year Venezuelan imports from Britain 
were valued at 177 million bolivars and in the first nine months of 
1950 the value was over 97 million. Imports from the United Kingdom 
were probably slightly less in 1950 than in 1949, but if the machinery 
and goods shipped to the petroleum companies are left out of account, 
there was a substantia] increase. 


Farm Tools Success 

Venezuelan imports cover a wide variety of geods: -The trade is 
dominated by the United States, whose share in 1949 was 73-6 per 
cent., followed by the United Kingdom with 7-9 per cent., then Canada, 
France, Italy, Belgium-Luxembourg and Germany with smaller 
shares. These figures indicate the proportion of business done by 
United Kingdom exporters. One ficld in which British firms have 
achieved success is that of agricultural tools and equipment. One 
well-known manufacturer has specialized for many years in the 
requirements of the Venezuelan market for hoes, coffee diggers, and 
shovel bits, and now enjoys a near monopoly. 

Industry in Venezuela is in the early stages of development and 
there is still a good potential market for industrial boilers and their 
accessories. Domestic boilers, ships’ boilers, etc., are not required. 
Important British interests have been represented in the country for 
some years, and in 1946 and 1947 a small number of boilers were 
imported from the United Kingdom. 

In the case of electrical generating plant the chief supplier has been 
the United States, but the Venezuelan Development Corporation has 
latterly shown interest in plant from the United Kingdom. For 
diesel engines from 10 to 130 B.H.P. there is a good and expanding 
a in which United Kingdom manufacturers are obtaining 
a snare. 

The United States supplies most of the office machinery in use, but 
two British manufacturers of duplicating machines have established 
themselves. Until five or six years ago the textile industry in Venezuela 
was equipped with 75 per cent. British machinery, the rest being 
supplied by the United States, France, Switzerland and Italy. More 
recently the Americans have intensively publicized their products and 
some important sales have been effected. 

There is a good market for British builders’ hoists. ‘The American 
equipment is too heavy and expensive, being built for higher buildings 
than are being erected at present in Venezuela. Machinery for sisal 
has been imported from the United Kingdom, and the rotary hoe, 
formerly unknown in this country, is being introduced without any 
competition from the United States. 

Machinery for use in the tobacco industry has been imported partly 
from the United Kingdom and from the United States. "Tobacco 
coolers and driers and stemming equipment are of United States 
origin, and the cutters are British made. Orders for more cutters 
are being placed with a United Kingdom firm. Venezuela is expanding 
her printing industry, and although in the past much of the machinery

has come from the United States, their product has proved to be 
costly and increased competition has been coming from the United 
Kingdom. Several well-known British firms are already represented 
and are doing satisfactory business. 

In the field of domestic electrical appliances, a few British refrigera- 
tors are now being imported, and British vacuum cleaners are beginning 
to get a hold on the market. A large proportion of the telephone 
equipment being installed in Venezuela continues to come from the 
United Kingdom. 

Interest in the high grade 500 c.c. motor cycle manufactured in 
the United Kingdom is growing, following the success of these machines 
in local sporting events. Since the end of the war British bicycles 
have been in great demand in Venezuela, where the local importers 
estimate that the market will absorb between 4,000 and 5,000 units 
per month. United States cars and lorries predominate in this 
market, but during 1949 and 1950 growing numbers of United King- 
dom motor cars were registered in Caracas and the Federal district. 
About one new car in seven now being registered is British. Provided 
that our manufacturers insist that their Venezuelan distributors carry 
a complete supply of spares, this market should continue to provide a 
growing outlet for the smaller and cheaper range of cars. 

The market for all types of tractors offers interesting opportunities 
to United Kingdom manufacturers if first-class facilities for service 
and maintenance can be offered. 

There is a substantial market in Venezuela for both floor and wall 
tiles, particularly the former, since most houses have tiled floors. 
In the years 1943-44 and 1946-47 the United Kingdom was by far the 
largest supplier of tiles. Coloured wall tiles for bathrooms are 
preferred, but large quantities of white tiles have been imported from 
Britain. 

In mechanical toys the United Kingdom are doing well and also 
have a fair share of the market for sports goods, including tennis 
balls and rackets. Paper from the United Kingdom would be in 
greater demand if continuity of supply could be maintained. 

Venezuela’s trade requirements should be considered against the 
background of her prosperity as an oil-producing country. In recent 
years her output has been developed to reach a figure of 78 million 
tons of crude oil a year, more than one-seventh of total world output, 
a share only exceeded by that of the United States. 


War-time Development 


The first producing oil well of commercial importance in Venezuela 
was completed at Mene Grande in 1914. Other drilling operations 
began in the same year, and by 1917 a pipeline connected Mene Grande 
with a small refinery which met Venezuelan domestic requirements for 
some years to come. 

The outbreak of the second world war and the corresponding increase 
in the demand for oil stimulated exploration work in Venezuela, and, 
as a result, forty-six new oilfields were discovered between 1940 and 
1949, compared with thirty-eight between the years 1913 and 1939. 

The concentration on the development of oil, with its resultant 
prosperity, has brought with it a steady but by no means uncontrolled 
or excessive inflation of currency circulation, prices and share values. 
Though formerly an essentially agricultural country, Venezuela has 
changed and oil production and mining have taken the place, since 
1920, of the staple crops of cocoa and coffee. The oil industry has 
drawn ‘men from the Jand, and the drift to the bright lights of the 
cities has been as serious in Venezuela as in other countries. 

The outlook, is, however, hopeful. The petroleum exports provide 
foreign exchange to buy seeds, fertilizers, insecticides and farm equip- 
ment. Petroleum taxes provide funds for research, experiments, 
loans and schemes of all kinds. 

As a great producer of one of the primary products of world trade, 
Venezuela has been able to engage ever more intensively in the 
business of foreign commerce. Venezuela was formerly a shipper of 
mules, tobacco, cocoa, indigo and other produce, but these have been 
largely replaced and completely overshadowed by growing petroleum 
exports, which now place Venezuela among the leading trading nations 
of the world.

Anglo-Spanish Trade and Payments 
Arrangements 


Drpreenaives HAVE recently taken place in Madrid between 
representatives of the Treasury and the of Trade and of the 
Government regarding trade and payments arrangements 
Ps 1952. Arrangements were made concerning the supply of 
essential raw materials, particularly coal from the United Kingdom, 
and pyrites, iron ore and wolfram from Spain. Agreement was 
reached about Spanish import licences for United Kingdom less- 
essential exports. 

A new ~wn,* Payments Agreement, valid for two years, has also 
been signed. This Agreement will facilitate financial transfers in 
payment of goods and services between the Sterling Area and certain 
other countries and the Spanish Monetary Area. 


Anglo-Swedish Trade Negotiations 


"TRADE NEGOTIATIONS which have been proceeding for some 

weeks in London between delegations, representing the United 
Kingdom and Sweden have now been successfully concluded. 

These negotiations covered deliveries of iron ore and other impor- 
tant commodities for the United Kingdom for the whole of 1952 and 
of coal, coke and steel and other essential materials to Sweden for the 
same period. Provision has also been made for the export trade of the 
two countries in 1952 in addition to that in essential materials, although 
both delegations recognized that it might be necessary to have further 
discussions in the spring in regard to export trade in the second half 
of the year. 


Anglo-German Trade Talks 


D! SCUSSIONS on Anglo-German trade for the year 1952 have been 
continued in London this month between German and United 
Kingdom delegations. ‘The talks, which have been extremely cordial, 
have covered a wide field and considerable progress has been made. 
They were adjourned for Christmas. 

The delegations will meet again in London on January 7, and it is 
hoped that an early conclusion will then be reached. 


Franco-Spanish Trade Agreement 


THE FRENCH Moniteur Officiel du Commerce et de I’ Industrie of 
November 22, 1951, contains the text of the new Franco-Spanish 





Trade Agreement, covering the French franc area on the one hand | 


and the Spanish monetary area on the other. The Agreement is 


effective from November 1, 1951, to October 31, 1952, but may be | 


terminated at any time provided that three months’ notice is given. 
The quotas may not be exceeded without mutual consent. 

French exports under the Agreement will include machine tools 
and welding equipment, agricultural tractors and portable tools, heavy 
electrical plant, rolling stock, boilers, steam engines, turbines, fur- 
naces, high pressure conduits, machinery for the chemical, glass, 
ceramic and other industries, vehicles, natural phosphates, dyestuffs, 
cod and coal. 

Among Spanish exports to France will be fish, new potatoes, 
tomatoes, bananas, oranges and mandarines, sweet almonds, apricot 
pulp, essential oils, pyrites, blende, mercuiy, and sheep and goat 
skins. Spanish exports to French overseas territories will include 
ceramic tiles, sanitary earthenware, and unbleached cotton fabrics.

Review of Trade Exhibitions and

Fairs in 1951 

i WAS to be expected that the large attendance of visitors from 

overseas to this country during the Festival year would be reflected 
in increased interest in the many trade exhibitions and fairs held during 
1951, and this proved to be the case. The majority reported very 
satisfactory results and promising export business: in a number of 
cases all previous records were passed. The foresight of the organizers 
in advertising their events overseas some months in advance of the 
opening dates contributed in no small measure to this satisfactory 
state of affairs. 

Although held before the opening of the Festival, the British 
Furniture Exhibition and the Second National Packaging Exhibition, 
both held in London in February, reported good business :_consider- 
able overseas interest was evidenced in the Packaging Exhibition. 

The British Industries Fair in London and Birmingham preceded 
the opening of the Festival by a few days, and, as befitted the occasion} 
attained its largest size in a history of achievement going back to 
1915. Just over one million square feet of space in the three centres-— 
Earls Court and Olympia in London and Castle Bromwich, Birming- 
ham—were devoted to a display of the productions of nearly 3,000 
manufacturers drawn from all parts of the United Kingdom. A record 
total of more than 19,000 overseas visitors was recorded. Of special 
interest were the Festival year textile and clothing display covering 
146,000 square feet at Earls Court, and the display of contractors’ 
plant and equipment occupying 75,000 square feet at Birmingham. 
Both were the largest of their kind ever staged in this country. 

The B.I.F. was closely followed by the London Fashion Fortnight, 
which has now firmly established itself as an annual event. Also held 
in London in the earlier part of the year were the Gauge and Tool 
Exhibition, the First British Plastics Exhibition, which was visited 
by more than 2,000 overseas buyers, and the annual Business Efficiency 
Exhibition which reported excellent business with the quality of 
enquiry well above the average. Successful Business Equipment and 
Management Exhibitions were also held at Glasgow in February and 
at Bristol in September. 

The First British Instrument Industries Exhibition in London in 
July was a pronounced success and will be repeated every other year. 
The National Radio and Television Exhibition at Earls Court in 
August was, as usual, one of the most popular events of the year and 
was visited by more than 235,000 people. The biennial Engineering, 
Marine and Welding Exhibition proved a great attraction, particularly 
to representatives in London of foreign and Dominion governments. 
During September the first post-war Bakers’ and Confectioners’ 
Exhibition, the Shoe and Leather Fair and the Fashion in Footwear 
Exhibition were held in London and reported good results. The 
Farnborough Flying Display and Exhibition created great interest 
among overseas visitors. 

The International Motor Exhibition in October was, as always, an 
overwhelming success attended by 4,500 overseas visitors. The 
Cycle and Motor Cycle Show in November attracted 175,000 visitors, 
including buyers from 35 different countries. 

Agriculture and allied interests were catered for by the large number 
of agricultural shows held annually throughout the country, among 
them the Bath and West at Dorchester and the Royal Highland Show 
at Aberdeen in June and the Royal Show at Cambridge i in July. The 
important shows in London were the Dairy Show in October and the 
Smithfield Show and Agricultural Machinery Exhibition at Earls 
Court in December. At the latter all previous attendance records were 
passed and, of the orders estimated at £12} million taken in the 
Machinery Section, more than 50 per cent. were for export. 





Overseas 


In the all-important North American market a most impiessive 
display of United Kingdom products was again staged at the Fourth 
Canadian International Trade Fair held at Toronto from May 28 to 
June 8. Of the co-ordinated displays by seven groups of British 
manufacturers, the machine tool section was the largest. In addition, 
many United Kingdom firms exhibited individually. The display 
at the C.I.T.F. undoubtedly gave renewed emphasis to British efforts 
in the Canadian market ; it was reinforced by displays of cars, textiles 
and other consumer goods at the annual Canadian National Exhibition 
in late August, as well as by the travelling exhibit of British goods 
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arranged by the United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at Winnipeg 
at the circuit of five Prairie Fairs.” 

Although there was no international trade fair in the United States 
of America, samples of British goods available locally were shown on 
commercial enquiry stands installed at four State and County Fairs. 

In Europe, United Kingdom goods were as usual shown in quantity 
at the large annual or bi-annual international trade fairs, in particular 
at the Barcelona, Brussels, Milan and Utrecht Fairs, and at numerous 
events in Germany, including the important fairs at Cologne, Frank- 
furt and Hanover. At the Milan Fair and the Utrecht Autumn Fair, 
United Kingdom exhibitors in the commercial sections were supported 
by official commercial information bureaux installed by the Board of 
Trade. At the Berlin Industrial Exhibition, held in October, Great 
Britain was represented by a pavilion arranged at very short notice and 
including exhibits from the Festival of Britain which had closed only 
five days before the opening of the Berlin Exhibition. The “ Nimrod ” 
electronic brain and the stereoscopic cinema in particular drew dense 
crowds from both the Western and Eastern sectors of Berlin. 

An important specialized event worthy of mention was the Inter- 
national Textile Exhibition held at Lille during May.
